PREVENTION  IS  YOUR  BUSINESS 

Carelessness,  HUMAN  CARELESSNESS,  causes  9  out  of  10  forest 
fires.  Each  year  200,000  fires  burn  over  30  million  acres  in  the  United 
States.  This  represents  5  percent  of  our  nation's  woodlands  being 
wasted  each  year.  Every  fire  takes  its  toll.  Floods  follow;  stream 
flow  is  affected;  timber,  buildings,  grazing  and  wildlife  are  destroyed 
—all  because  MANY  are  CARELESS  with  fire  in  and  near  woodland. 
This  can  be  remedied.  YOU  can  put  an  end  to  this  shameful  waste! 
PREVENTION  is  YOUR  business! 

YOU,  whether  YOU  be  a  farmer,  homemaker,  business  or  profes- 
sional man  or  woman,  municipal,  state  or  federal  official,  clerk  or 
woodsman  can  play  an  important  part  in  the  continuing  and  vital  pre- 
vention program. 

First— by  setting  a  good  example  YOURSELF— ^being  sensible  and 
complying  with  the  necessary  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  use 
of  fire  in  and  near  woodlands. 

Second— by  using  YOUR  individual  influence  in  your  community 
and  valued  council  with  others  in  insisting  and  encouraging  them  to 
do  Ukewise.

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SPRINGFIELD  TOWN  FORESTS 

Early  in  1960,  four  tracts  of  town  land  were  examined  to  determine 
amount  and  condition  of  timber,  stand  improvement  work  that  could 
be  performed,  and  to  make  general  recommendations  for  timber  man- 
agement. A  fifth  lot,  the  property  of  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
N.  H.  Forests,  was  also  examined.  Findings  were  submitted  to  the 
Selectmen  in  a  comprehensive  report  on  the  five  tracts.  Subsequently, 
the  Society  deeded  their  50-acre  lot  to  the  Town  as  an  addition  to  the 
Forests.  The  cost  of  the  appraisal  work  and  report  was  also  borne  by 
the  Society,  in  an  effort  to  encourage  the  Town  to  set-up  a  forest  man- 
agement program. 

During  the  spring,  stand  improvement  work  was  started  on  four 
lots.  Weeding  and  thinning  consists  of  elimination  by  cutting  or  kill- 
ing, the  undesirable  over-topping  weed  trees  from  competing  with 
the  more  valuable  pine,  spruce  and  desirable  hardwoods.  Pruning 
young,  fast-growing  and  well-formed  pine  will  yield  clear  lumber  in 
the  butt  log  if  left  to  grow  to  maturity.  The  following  improvement 
work  was  completed  during  1960:

This  work  was  accomplished  under  contract  by  the  New  England 
Forestry  Foundation,  Inc.  It  should  be  noted  however,  that  the  Boy 
Scouts  of  the  town  took  an  active  part  in  the  program,  pruning  100 
trees  as  -a  fund-raising  project.  It  is  anticipated  the  Scouts  will  con- 
tinue next  year. 

Late  in  December,  15,000  board  feet  of  white  pine  was  marked 
for  partial  cutting  on  the  Sunapee  Heights  Lot,  and  sold  at  the  rate 
of  $16.00  per  thousand.  Additional  area  will  be  covered  for  this  im- 
provement cut  as  the  job  progresses.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Springfield: 

GENERAL 

The  general  school  program  shows  httle  change  from  last  year. 
The  installation  of  a  television  set— with  one-half  the  cost  reunbursed 
under  Title  III  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act— has  made  it 
possible  to  continue  courses  in  New  Hampshire  History  and  Elemen- 
tary Science  through  Channel  11  in  Durham.  Several  teaching  devices 
in  Arithmetic  have  been  purchased  as  well  as  a  number  of  reference 
books  in  Science.  A  matching  appropriation  has  been  included  in  next 
year's  budget  to  continue  to  take  advantage  of  Federal  Funds  in  the 
Science  and  Math  fields. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

Funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  freezer  for  the  Hot  Lunch  Program 
have  been  included  in  the  budget.  For  a  number  of  years,  Miss  Ruth 
M.  Cutter,  the  Director  of  School  Lunches  with  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, has,  in  her  periodic  administrative  review  of  the  Springfield 
Lunch  Program,  listed  the  need  for  a  freezer  for  the  economical  use 
of  food.  A  food  mixer  is  also  needed  by  the  Program  whenever  public 
or  private  funds  are  available. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  TUITION 

The  largest  single  item  in  the  school  budget  each  year  is  for  high 
school  tuition.  This  amount  is  governed  by  the  number  of  Springfield 
students  attending  high  school  and  the  charge  per  pupil.  The  rates  at 
New  London  and  Sunapee  High  Schools  for  the  last  several  years  are 
as  follows: 

1956-57  $300.00  per  student 

1957-58  $325.00  per  student 

1958-59  $367.00  per  student 

1959-60  $388.00  per  student 

1960-61  $399.00  per  student 

1961-62  $436.00  per  student 

These  charges  are  based  on  the  state  average  cost  for  high  school 
instruction.  A  District  receiving  tuition  students  cannot  charge  a  send- 
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ing  District  more  than  this  amount without  a  contract.  The  actual 

per  pupil  cost  in  both  high  schools  is  considerably  more  than  the  state 
average  figure  for  next  year  ($436).  Therefore,  Springfield  is  being 
charged  the  amount  these  school  Districts  are  legally  able  to  collect 
which  is  considerably  less  than  their  own  per  pupil  costs. 

HELPING  TEACHER 

The  Helping  Teacher  continues  to  serve  the  educational  needs  of 
the  school  in  many  ways— improving  the  educational  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  children;  working  with  problems  of  pupil  retardation 
and  maladjustment;  and  bringing  resources  and  special  materials  to 
the  classroom. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  School  Staff,  and 
Citizens  is  appreciated.
